W a sh in g to n , A p ril 21.—F o u r m a ­ 
rines were killed and* twe tv were 
wounded to d ay when “Rear A dm iral 
Fletcher seized the custom house at 
V e r a Cruz. 
Fletcher was ordered 
e a rly in the d a y by President W ilso n 
to seize the custom house to prevent 
the landing of a 
large {shipment of 
ammunition for Hie Huerta g o v e rn ­ 
ment, from a G erm an vessel* bound 
for Vera Cruz. 
According to F le tc h e r’sjrepo rt. the 
Mexicans made no resistance to the 
seizing of the custom s house hut af­ 
ter the m arin es h a d taken charge, 
opened fire with artillery from the 
housetops. 
The tr a n s p o r t J P r a i r ie 


s h e l l e d the fortress and the Mexicans 
retreated without 
further returning 
the fire. 
More than 200 Mexicans werejkilled.

There was something in His teaching 
which reached the hearts of these pub­ 
licans and sinners who were 60 de­ 
spised by the self righteous Pharisees.

The word here translated “receiv- 
eth” is generally translated “waiting 
or looking for.” 
Weymouth’s render­ 
ing is, “He gives a welcome to noto­ 
rious sinners.” 
Not only does He re­ 
ceive sinners when they come to Him 
tfohn vi, 37), but He is on the lookout 
for them. 
He came to seek and to 
save that which was lost (Luke xix, 
IO). 
If we are truly His disciples, as 
in the last lesson, we, too, will seek in 
all the world the lost ones whom He 
came to save, the “w hosoever” who 
will make up His body, the church. 
Their m urm uring led Him to speak 
the threefold parable of the lost sheep, 
the lost coin and the lost son, in which 
we see the love of the Son as the 
shepherd, the love of the Spirit and the 
love of the Father. The love of God is 
the greatest topic in all the Bible and 
was specially m anifest in His giving 
His only Son for us that we might 
hot perish, as it is written, “In tills 
was m anifested the love of God toward 
us, because th at God sent His only be­ 
gotten Son into the world that we 
might live through Him.” 
“Hereby 
perceive we tile love of God because 
He laid down His life for us” (I John 
iii, IG; iv, 9). 
The story of the shep­ 
herd and the lost sheep is found also 
in Matt, xviii. 11-14, and the record of 
the Good Shepherd is found most fully 
in John x, where He not only cares 
for the sheep, but gives His life for 
them. 
In our lesson He is scan seek­ 
ing till He finds; laying it on His shoul­ 
ders, rejoicing, bringing it safely borne 
and catling others to rejoice with Him. 
In Heb. xiii, 20. 21, He is the Great 
Shepherd who. having found and sav­ 
ed, works in us th at which Is well 
pleasing in His sight. 
In I P e t v, 1-4, 
He is the chief shepherd rewarding 
His own for faithful service. 
Thus 
we have again the threefold aspect of 
our relation to Him as in last lesson 
saved, serving, waiting for Him. 
I 
have often been glad that when He 
finds His sheep He brings it borne; He 
does not drop it by the way. 
And 
what a place it is to be on His shoul­ 
ders, us and our burdens, too (Deut. 
xxxiii, 12; Isa. is, 0. I).

Ile finds notably that, while 
the whitest of modern skins reflect al­ 
most all the colors of the spectrum, the 
s k i n s of the more primitive races ab 
sor) tile colors of higher and finer vi­ 
brations aud only reflect the stronger 
colors at tin* spectrum's lower end. 
For instance, the skins of the primi- 
tivt 
negro races reflected practically 
no colors at all. The red skinned races 
reflected only the reds at the lower 
end of the spectrum and the so called 
yellow races only as far as the yellow 
in its center. The w hite skins of the 
races of today are able to reflect not 
only the blues, but also the violets at 
the top of the visible spectrum, al­ 
though the strength and clearness of 
the reflection vary with each individual 
skin. 
But no skin has been found so far 
capable of reflecting the ultra violet 
rays. which, although present in al­ 
most all light, vibrate at a rate too 
high to be visible to tho human eye. 
It is therefore believed that the past 
evolution of the human skin fore­ 
shadows the existence in the (ffstant 
future of an ultra white race, which. 
in addition to its other capacities, will 
hove a skin capable of reflecting the 
invisible ultra violet rays.—Indianapolis

In no state in which -women have 
voted on the question has state-wide 
prohibition ever been adopted and 
nine states where men

Pasadena, C a l i .. for many .years, 
in fact practically for its entire his­ 
tory, had been a dry city. 
But soon 
after women were given the franchise, 
the sale of liquor was legalized. 
P a ­ 
sadena had in 1910, 2,6s* more wo­ 
men over 21 years of age than men. 
Nov. 5, 1912, Colorado, the “ ban­ 
i a n suffrage s ta te ,'’ voted on state­ 
wide prohibition. 
75,877 votes were 
cast for the measure 
and 116,744 
against, 
If 58 per cent of the Women 
over 21 years of age in Colorado had 
vote'd for prohibition, Hie measure 
vould have become a law by 6,011 
majority, without a single male vote 
being cast for prohibition. 
Wyoming legalized gambling for 
about forty \ ears* after women had 
the ballot, and it had neither state­ 
wide prohibition nor 
local option 
I a w s . 
About six years prior to the adop­ 
tion of woman suffrage in California 
Los Angeles voted on local option, 
and the measure was defeated two to 
one. 
About a month a f te r'women 
had the ballot in 
Los Angeles, the 
question was again voted on and the 
saloons won by nearly three to one. 
In Colotado Springs. Colo., where 
the sale of liquor was prohibited for 
many years, women voted on the 
question about two years ago, and 
liquor selling was legalized. 
C olo­ 
rado Springs had M3 more women 
than men over 21 years of age in 1910. 
Redondo. Cali . voted on local o p ­ 
tion. October 14, 1913. 
The saloons 
won. 
The Los Angeles Times says 
that both sides claim the result was 
due to the womens votes. 
The National Liquor Dealers' a s ­ 
sociation. in annual convention in 
Washington, D. C., in February, 1914 
was addressed by Congressman Dyer 
of Missouri, who was quoted by the 
Washington S ta r us saying, “ lf I 
get a chance. I will vote for woman 
suffrage, 
lf suffrage is obtained I 
will stop you fellows worrying about 
prohibition.'' 
Eugene W. Chafin, former candi­ 
date on the prohipition ticket for 
president, said that the support ex­ 
pected by prohibitionists from wo­ 
men had not yet developed.

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H ow to Take Care of the Piano. 
FTE piano is often neglected by 
the otherwise careful house­ 
wife for the simple reason that 
her attention is seldom, if ever, 
railed to its care. It seems to some if 
the tuner arrives periodically and Hie 
Instrument is carefully dusted that is 
all there is to -the care of the piano. 
However, the piano is a very delicate 
instrument, as all musicians know, and 
1 requires very watchful care. The first 
H consideration is the position of the 
J piano. Often the only object in placing 
a piano is to have the best light fall on 
f the music rack. Hut the piano should 
(. not be placed too near the outer wall. 
( th e fireplace or radiator, as it is subject 
j|to the influences of the atmosphere. 
Extreme heat and extreme cold are

If the design is small and dainty 
and enough duplicates of it are intact 
then they may be appliqued success 
fully to net for yokes, cuffs and even 
panels for children’s wash dresses. 
For the latter purpose the pattern 
should he sharply cut out and a ira ii g 
ed to the best advantage on a back­ 
ground of linen or washable material 
and basted firmly, taking care that all 
of it is perfectly flat. 
Either button­

Let the applique stand out distinctly. 
If fancy dictates work in veinings 
and other markings to suit Tour taste 
It is a comparatively easy matter to 
convert the larger undamaged pieces 
of old lace curtains into a variety of 
table and cushion covers, etc. 
By 
combining with linen or batiste very 
effective bureau or table covers can 
be made In many attractive patterns. 


How to Q uiet a Rattling W indow. 
Never use paper to paste up a win­ 
dow that rattles or admits too muah 
air from outside. Tear strips of mus­ 
lin or old calico and dip the piecjjs into 
starch made with flour and cold-water, 
not warm. Run the strips through'this 
smooth paste and adjust them to the 
cracks of the window. 
The muslin becomes like soft putty 
and will adjust itself wherever placed 
and will hold like cement. 
When you 
desire to remove it catch one end of 
the strip, give it a pull and it comes off 
without the least resistance or injury 
to paint, which is not true of paper 
strips used for the same purpose.

of signals to be used solely in time of 
war and in the presence of an energy. 
These secret code books are issued 
only to the executive officers of a ship. 
who are enjoined 
to protect them 
against th eft by every possible means 
These books are threatened not so 
much by the ordinary thief as by see 
ret emissaries of other governments 
who desire to obtain knowledge of 
w hat the battleships would do in time 
of action. 
Governm ents have no sera 
pies against theft in such cases. 
The loss of one of these secret books 
by an officer, unless explained to the 
entire satisfaction of the secretary of 
the navy, would mean court martial 
and probable expulsion from the serv­ 
ice. To the honor of the United States 
service no officer has ever*yet been 
brought up charged with loss. 
The books are bound in heavy metal 
covers, so that in time of threatened 
capture they may be thrown overboard, 
sinking at once to the bottom of the 
sea and thus avoiding seizure.—Pear
